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LILIES 


The  subject  of  lilies  should  be  written  by  an  expert 
orator,  which  makes  it  impossible  for  me  to  do  this  fine 
race  of  flowers  justice.  However  I  seem  not  poor  enough 
to  win  a  Nobel  prize. 

Anyway,  the  numerous  varieties  are  becoming  so  well 
known  it  would  seem  unnecessary  to  comment  on  their 
stately  beauty,  the  wide  range  of  color  and  fragrance,  how 
well  they  work  into  any  garden,  giving  a  long  blooming 
period  from  late  spring  till  late  fall  by  using  several  var¬ 
ieties. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  planting  and  growing  advice,  for 
soil  and  climate  vary  so.  Here  we  generally  have  mild 
winters  and  cool  nights  all  summer  that  seem  to  please 
lilies.  Most  lilies  bloom  well  in  full  sun,  many  will  do 
well  in  partial  shade.  They  like  a  cool  moist  soil  condi¬ 
tion  however  and  this  can  be  had  by  mulching  with  straw 
or  leaf  mold,  or  planting  among  low  growing  and  shallow 
rooted  plants,  not  under  trees  or  large  bushes. 

Any  good  garden  soil  will  do,  even  clay  soil,  but  it 
must  be  well  drained  and  have  plenty  humus.  If  your 
soil  needs  extra  fertility ,  bone  meal  thoroly  mixed  with 
the  soil  is  harmless,  but  more  complete  fertilizers  may  be 
better,  such  as  manures  or  chemical  fertilzers,  but  perhaps 
these  should  be' used  as  a  top  dressing  and  permit  the 
rain  to  wash  it  down. 

In  our  climate  and  sandy  soil  we  plant  most  large 
bulbs  not  over  six  inches  deep  and  I  believe  this  is  deep 
enough  anywhere,  but  likely  in  extremely  cold  climates 
they  should  be  set  deeper,  still  where  it  freezes  more  than 
a  foot  deep  the  bulbs  would  still  freeze,  which  should  not 
hurt  any  of  the  variet  ies  we  list  and  we  know  from  exper¬ 
ience  that  bulbs  set  with  more  tli^n  six  inches  of  soil  over 
them  show  effects  of  smothering.  Some  varieties  need  not 
be  planted  this  deep,  such  as  Roezli  and  similar  strains. 
Gandidum  is  generally  planted  quite  shallow  but  we  find 
it  may  be  planted  fairly  deep. 

Small  seedlings  and  bulblets  should  not  be  set  over 
three  inches  and  if  necessary  mulched  for  winter  protec¬ 
tion.  Also,  contrary  to  the  advice  of  some  we  do  NOT 
plant  large  bulbs  on  their  sides,  Nature  never  intended 
these  bulbs  to  grow7  on  their  stomachs.  Nothing  is  gained 
in  better  drainage  by  so  planting.  If  your  soil  is  in  good 
condition  and  drains  well  the  bulbs  will  also  drain.  Bulbs 
planted  on  their  sides  will  generally  send  out  a  sprout  that 
runs  along  under  the  ground,  sometimes  two  feet  before 
turning  up  and  hence  is  exhausted  by  the  time  it  sees  the 
light  of  day,  if  it  ever  does. 

The  bulbs  may  be  set  in  rows  or  solid  beds  but  should 
be  six  inches  apart  in  all  directions  at  least,  twelve  is 
better.  When  large  bulbs  are  planted  it  is  likely  they 
should  be  dug  and  divided  every  two  or  three  years.  This 
may  be  done  soon  after  the  blossoms  fade  or  tops  die,  tho 
the  Regal  lily  makes  considerable  bulb  growth  after 
blooming.

The  Regal  will  thrive  on  almost  any  well  drained  soil, 
even  heavy  clay,  though  a  rich  light  soil  may  be  best 
for  commercial  growing.  Here  we  plant  all  sizes  of 
bulbs  in  rows  18  inches  apart  or  in  3-foot  beds.  They 
grow  roots  on  the  stem  above  the  bulb  so  need  deep 
planting  and  care  in  cultivating  so  as  not  to  disturb  stem 
roots.  The  small  planting  sizes  are  set  from  3  to  4  inches 
deep  according  to  size  and  large  bulbs  from  5  to  6  inches. 
The  distance  apart  in  rows  being  from  4  to  6  inches  for 
planting  stock.  The  1-4  to  3-8  inch  size  should  likely 
be  left  three  years  to  make  large  bulbs.  The  other 
sizes  will  make  good  or  extra  large  bulbs  in  two  seasons. 
Large  bulbs  may  be  left  two  or  three  years  and  then 
divided. 

Regal  bulbs  may  be  set  any  time  from  October  till 
middle  April.  Wherever  possible  we  advise  October 
planting,  but  while  the  bulbs  under  ground  will  stand 
30  degrees  below  zero,  the  new  top  growth  late  in  spring 
will  NOT  stand  hard  frost.  If  you  do  not  have  late 
frosts  in  your  section,  by  all  means  set  out  in  fall.

FORCING  BULBS 

For  those  who  wish  to  force  narcissus,  tulips  and 
lily  bulbs  in  the  house,  there  should  be  no  trouble  if 
-you  have  well  grown  bulbs  to  pot  in  good  garden  soil, 
in  September — October  may  do.  Place  pot  and  all  out¬ 
side  in  the  ground  till  freezing  weather  then  place  in  a 
cellar  or  a  cool  dark  place  till  top  growth  shows  then 
bring  into  the  light  and  heat,  at  which  time  they  should 
be  well  rooted.  If  forced  before  well  rooted  the  buds 
are  sure  to  blast  before  opening. 


NARCISSUS 


The  growing  of  Narcissus  or  Daffodil  bulbs,  whichever  you 
wish  to  call  them,  is  becoming  a  great  industry  in  several  dis¬ 
tricts  of  the  United  States.  The  State  of  Washington  has  one 
third  of  the  total  number  of  bulbs  of  the  hardy  type,  and  most 
of  these  are  grown  in  the  Puget  Sound  basin.  It  has  been 
shown  that  Pacific  Northwest  grown  bulbs  are  the  equal  if  not 
superior  to  those  grown  anywhere. 

Some  well  meaning  flower  authorities,  so  called,  including 
National  flower  publications  claim  that,  due  to  the  embargo  on 
Narcissus,  new  and  rare  novelty  varieties  cannot  now  be  had 
by  the  American  public.  This  claim  is  false,  for  many  Ameri¬ 
can  growers  in  this  district  now  list  these  new  sorts,  and  at  least 
one  Holland  concern  is  listing  a  greater  variety  of  American 
grown  novelties  at  the  same  or  lower  prices  than  they  list  in 
their  Holland  catalogue.  After  reading  the  usual  propaganda 
against  the  embargo,  one  gathers  it  is  a  crime  for  Americans  to 
grow  and  sell  bulbs. 

Every  garden  should  have  a  good  supply  of  Nar¬ 
cissus,  they  are  very  hardy,  and  bloom  very  early  till 
late  spring. 

While  narcissus  may  be  planted  as  late  as  November 
we  strongly  urge  you  to  plant  in  September.  Years  of 
experience  show  us  this  to  be  the  best  month,  for  planted 
then  they  will  be  well  rooted  before  cold  weather,  which 
should  insure  good  bloom  the  following  spring.  There¬ 
fore  we  will  supply  bulbs  from  August  to  November  first 
only. 

Set  large  bulbs  with  5  to  6  inches  of  soil  on  top  of 
bulbs.  In  beds  or  rows  they  should  be  given  a  minimum 
of  6  inches  between  bulbs  and  may  be  left  two  or  three 
years  when  they  should  need  dividing,  which  can  be  done 
when  tops  die  down  and  kept  in  a  cool  ventilated  place 
till  September.  Any  good,  well  drained  soil  should  do 
well.  If  you  are  blessed  with  a  soil  rich  in  humus  and 
other  necessary  elements  you  need  not  worry  about  fer¬ 
tility,*  otherwise  manure  or  a  complete  chemical  fertilizer 
may  be  used  as  a  top  dressing  and  allowed  to  leach  down 
with  perfect  safety. 

All  our  stock  has  been  carefully  treated  to  comply 
with  Government  regulations,  and  all  stock  will  be  state 
inspected.  You  will  receive  clean,  solid  and  disease-free 
bulbs,  honestly  graded  as  to  size. 

We  start  digging  in  mid  July  and  begin  shipping  bulbs  late

No  garden  is  complete  without  tulips,  which  come  into 
bloom  just  as  the  narcissus  fade  out  and  before  lilies.  The 
range  of  color  is  great  and  always  brightens  any  flower  garden.
